April 5 at approximately 8 15 p m 
He grabbed the arrest kit next to 
him

open 
A 
member 
of

Barbara narcotics task force, riding 
shotgun, 
swung his door open, and 
both men hurried cautiously up the 
alley 
behind 
327

removing badge cases from their 
hip pockets 
The early evening sky was nearly 
dark Still, Detective Bobb and the 
ta s k 
fo r c e 
m e m b e r 
w e re 
discernible The latter looked like a 
hulking singer in a rock’n roll band 
He wore long, straight hair, a beard, 
several rings, jew elry around his 
neck, and a Mexican print vest 
K eith 
Bobb 
appeared 
less 
menacing He was shorter and had a 
wiry build His hair was cut above 
the ears and his professional beard 
was neatly trim m ed. He carried a

clipped to his belt, covered by a 
flight jacket.

U.S. consumer

United Press International 
The American consumer faced 
another round of price increases 
today, eight days after the last of the 
federal price restraints were lifted. 
Hikes were announced Wednesday 
in 
the 
prices 
of 
cars, 
copper, 
kerosene 
and 
diesel 
oil, 
and 
recreational vehicles. 
But amid the new increases, the 
Agriculture Department predicted 
retail food prices would rise only 
slightlv during the rest of the year. 
Agriculture experts in Washington 
confirmed an earlier prediction that 
retail grocery prices would be 12 per 
cent higher in 1974 than they were in 
1973, but they said much of the 1974 
increases have already occurred. 
In Detroit, the Ford Motor Co. 
raised prices of its cars and trucks 
an average $163.

Quitson suffered minor injuries, but 
was released to the custody of police 
today. Dep. Pete Graves, driver of 
the sheriff’s patrol car was treated 
at Lompoc Hospital immediately 
after the accident and released This 
morning, however, it was disclosed 
that Graves was being readmitted 
for observation after a night of pain 


Quitson is accused of stabbing his 
sister-in-law to death in the throes 
of a domestic quarrel involving the 
pending divorce of Quitson and his 
wife, sister of the dead woman. 
Funeral services are being arranged 
for Remedios Castaneda DeJesus, 


40, of 1002 W. Walnut Ave., who 
succumbed to multiple stab wounds 
and was dead on arrival at Lompoc 
Hospital yesterday shortly after 9 
a m 
The dead woman reportedly 
had worked as a nurses aide. 
Today 
Police Chief James D. 
Smith revealed that Quitson had 
surrendered an electronically taped 
account of his domestic problems 
which he had taped Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 
The 
man 
reportedly 
blamed his sister-in-law and other 
friends 
for the 
rift 
in his own 
marriage.

Revenue fund budget 
goes to supervisors

The Board of Supervisors, 
which has just approved a 
preliminarv 1974-75 county 
budget 
of 
$77.5 
million 
heralding an approximate 
30-cent tax levy boost, is 
now getting a second budget 
presented for approval 
an approximate $7-million 
special 
revenue 
fund 
budget 
County 
Administrative 
officer 
Raymond 
D. 
Johnson. 
in 
his 
recommendations 
for 
sharing the largesse from 
the Federal government for 
a second year, is proposing 
to offset a programmed $2.7 
million for a north county 
dentention 
facility 
and 
juvenile hall 
with 
$2 5 
million in revenue-sharing 
funding, thus saving some 39 
cents on the tax rate above 
the 30-cent figure previously 
foreseen. 
Johnson 
has 
also 
recommended 
the 
supervisors spend $302.390 
of the money to operate 
county 
alco h o lic 
detoxification 
centers 
in 
Lompoc. Santa Maria and 
Santa Barbara, and another 
$170.000 for a north county 
agricultural 
building 
and 
pesticide facility. Deleted 
from the budget by Johnson 
is 
over 
$1 
million 
in 
requested 
county 
park 
acquisition. 


In paring down a total of 
some $11 million in revenue- 
sharing requests from 72 
organizations in addition to 
county entities, Johnsons 
office 
rejected 
a 
large 
number offering services 
not 
county-mandated 
or 
related to current county 
services 
The 
recommendations 
include some $2 9 million in 
projects where funding is 
carried 
over 
from 
the 
current fiscal year. 
The $6 9-million funding 
made 
available 
for 
the 
coming fiscal year includes

y e a r ;

in 
new 
entitlements, and $150,000 in 
interest 
Johnson is recommending 
expenditure of $215,216 for 
acquisition of equipment for 
a new punchcard voting 
system which a majority on 
the Board of Supervisors 
evidently feels should not go 
into operation until the 1975 
calendar year.

“ Oh,” said Little Jimmy. 
“ You’re Keith Bobb 
The search went on for 
about an hour and continued 
to the garage and a small 
shed in front of the house. 
During 
this 
time 
Little 
Jimmy 
and 
the 
woman 
re p e a te d ly 
assured 
Detective 
Bobb of their 
innocence 
and 
that 
no 
heroin was hidden on the 
premises. 


“ We 
haven't 
done 
anything wrong,' 
said the 
woman. She was on the 
verge of tears during most 
of this event. 


Little Jimmy 
and the 
woman were allowed to sit 
on the living room floor. The 
house was small and old, 
and mside it was decorated 
with posters and a few 
paintings. 
Several 
large 
floor pillows were in the 
living room 
“ 1 just don’t understand 
how they got a sales on 
me,” Little Jimmy said 
perplexed and swung his 
face into one of the floor 
pillows. 
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" It ’ll be okay. Jimmy.” 
"The last time it was 
okay, it took three years.” 
So this was 28-year-old 
Little Jimmy, a suspected 
main connection in Lompoc 
for heroin, his head buried 
in a pillow and a woman 
comforting him like a hurt 
child, living in a shabby 
house and dressed in boots, 
jeans, t-shirt, and a blue 
wool 
cap. 
He 
looked 
harmless, considering his 
frail body and anemic face. 
As Keith Bobb or anyone 
else passed 
through the 
living room, the woman 
explained that Jimmy had 
just 
gotten 
out 
of 
the 
hospital 
yesterday 
after 
quitting cold turkey a $200 a 
day habit three days ago. He 
committed 
himself 
for 
treatment for 12 hours in a 
county hospital. 
He was 
drugged 
from 
the 
treatment, which explained 
his fuddled behavior. 
She added that she and 
Little Jimmy plan to get 
married soon and she has a 
teaching job lined up Later, 
Jimmy said the woman was 
pregnant. They had clean 
living plans. 


“ I wish all the drugs in 
the world were gone. They 
bring so much misery,’ she 
declared 
several 
times 
dejectedly, sitting on the 
floor. 
Detective 
Bobb 
was 
searching the stove when 
the woman said. 
Some 
friends are coming over at 
nine o'clock Are they going 
to get involved just because 
they’re coming to visit’.'” 
You mean so and so, Keith 
Bobb replied. 
“ Yes. 
How 
did 
you 
know?” 
“ No, they won’t.” 
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"How did you know?,” 
she demanded. 
What could Keith Bobb 
say? That this is narcotics, 
the dirtiest job in a law 
enforcement 
department^ 
That narcotics detectives 
are reduced to using people 
as informants, as they are 
politely 
called? 
That 
snitches, as informants are 
scornfully 
called on 
the 
street, are often duplicates 
of the people they snitch on 
— dope users and dealers 
(the only difference being 
they got caught)? That the 
snitch gets away free to 
continue 
using, 
if 
not 
selling, 
dope 
while 
the 
people they snitched on go 
to jail? 
Sure, 
Detective 
Bobb 
knew about their friends 
and activities. That is the 
kind of information snitches 
provide. 
After the round-up. at 
about 
10:30, while Dean 
Martin 
and 
his 
guests 
roasted Joe Namath over 
audience howls on TV, while 
the 
raid 
members were 
digging into a buffet of cold 
cuts and corn chips in the 
Lompoc Police Department 
coffee 
room, 
Detective 
Bobb 
revealed 
some 
startling information about 
Little Jimmy. 
“ This is the guy who’s 
federal 
probation 
officer 
told him we were trying to 
get a search warrant on his 
place. It doesn’t surprise 
me a bit he’s trying to clean­ 
up,” he said caustically and 
pushed his glasses back on 
his nose and stuffed his 
mouth with a sandwich bit. 
And doubtless why 
no 
heroin was found on the 
premises of 327 South J St.

India paralyzed by 
huge rail strike 


NEW DELHI (UPI) - A 
nationwide 
rail 
strike 
paralyzed three of India’s 
largest cities today despite 
a heavy show of police

unionists. 
Panic buying broke out in 
Bombay as residents tried 
to stock up in the face of

shortages.

Factories and commerce 
in Bombay, Calcutta, and 
Madras 
were 
paralyzed 
because millions of workers 
were unable to commute 
from 
suburbs,

part of the country. 
In New Delhi, Army units 
with heavy police escorts 
operated trains that were 
running an average of 25 
hours behind schedule.

SACRAMENTO (U PI) 
In 1938. when California’s 
sprawling freeways were 
only a gleam in the eyes of 
a 
few 
engineers, 
voters 
decided 
they 
wanted 
something more than the 
rustic two lane roads which 
laced the state 
They voted to lock the 
state taxes they paid on 
gasoline 
into a fund to 
improve the dusty country 
roads of the 1930s and to 
help 
construct 
the 
now 
common 
high-speed 
freeways. 
That once sacrosanct fund 
which currently totals 
nearly $1 billion annually 
is under attack 
Hacked by an impressive 
array of pol itical leaders and 
civic groups, voters are 
being asked in Prop 5 on the 
June 4 ballot to permit use 
of 
gas 
taxes 
for 
mass 
transit. 
Supporters 
hope 
the 
election will not be a rerun 
of 1970 when voters rejected 
a 
similar 
constitutional 
change, Prop. 18, after oil 
companies 
launched 
a 
massive campaign against 
it. 
Prop 5 has not yet stirred 
the controversy evoked by 
Prop 18 It is also one of the 
lesser 
known 
eight 
propositions on the ballot 
which are overshadowed by 
Prop. 
9, 
the 
political 
“ reform’ initiative. 
The others include: 
Prop 1, a $250 million 
park and beaches bond issue 
to purchase recreation land, 
develop it and aid local 
governments 
with 
their 
park projects. 
—Prop. 2, a $250 million 
“ clean water” bond issue to 
help construct sewage treat­ 
ment 
plants 
and 
water 
reclamation facilities. 
—Prop. 3, a $350 million 
bond issue to make loans to 
California veterans for the 
purchase 
of 
farms 
and 
homes. 
—Prop. 6, a constitutional 
change requiring legislative 
committees to hold open 
meetings, 
a 
requirement 
now 
written 
into 
the 
legislature’s rules. 
Senate 
President 
Pro 
Tempore Janes R. Mills, D- 
San Diego, author of Prop. 
5, says the measure will 
make about $200 million a 
year available for public 
transit, including buses or 
rail systems. 
It would require local 
voter approval for the use of 
the funds for construction of 
any transit purpose other 
than research and planning. 
Mills argues the state’s 
transportation needs of the 
1970s are now different than

— The old 
wine 
bottles and rusting beer 
cans have been replaced. 
Where mounds of trash 
once accumulated in the 
weed-choked, 
downtown 
vacant lot, com, peppers, 
cucumbers, carrots and a 
kaleidoscope 
of 
other 
vegetables 
are 
now 
sprouting. 
It’s 
the 
Terra 
Firma 
Garden, a 360 by 160-foot 
plot of land nestled among 
old, 
wooden, 
two-storv 
houses in an aging central 
city 
neighborhood 
four 
blocks from the California 
State Capitol. 
About 
40 
neighborhood 
volunteers, ranging in age 
from 14 to 74, from long 
hairs to the elderly retired, 
joined 
the 
community 
project. They pulled out the 
weeds, hauled away the 
garbage, cultivated the land 
and 
sowed 
hundreds 
of 
seeds. 
“ The whole concept of the 
Terra Firma (solid earth) 
Garden is to show people 
they can grow vegetables in 
an urban area,” said Steve 
Crowle, garden director. 
“ The basic purpose is 
education, to show people 
it’s possible to live in the 
city 
and 
still 
become 
involved with the processes 
that support life. 
“ I t ’s 
a 
completely 
volunteer effort,” he said. 
“ No individual is getting 
one cent out of it and we 
have been lucky in getting 
full community support. 
The organic garden got its 
s ta rt 
this 
spring 
when Crowle and the non­ 
profit Ecology Information 
Center 
of 
Sacramento 
successfully persuaded the 


State of California to grant a 
two-year, rent free lease on 
the state-owned lot at Q and 
15th streets. 
Ecology Center members 
sought out donations to aid 
the 
project 
and 
wire 
fencing, fence posts, hoses, 
sprinklers, the use of a 
tractor, tools, and lumber 
came in. The city extended 
water service to the plot and 
offered a lower than usual 
rate. 
One-half of the land was 
dedicated to a giant, 160 by 
160-foot community garden 
Divided in quadrants, each 
is 
being 
c u lt iv a t e d 
successively to assure a 
continuous 
supply 
of 
vegetables, including winter 
crops. 
When all the plants are 
ready 
to 
harvest, 
the 
community gardeners “ will 
take what they feel they've 
earned,” Crowle said. 
Whatever is left —which 
should be plenty because of 
the garden’s size —will be 
sold to help offset costs 
faced 
by 
the 
Ecology 
Center, 
such 
as 
the 
estimated $125 annual water 
bill 
A d ja c e n t 
to 
the 
community 
plot 
—which 
anybody and everybody is 
welcome to come help till 
—are 48 individual plots, 11 
by 17 feet, provided on a 
first come first serve basis. 
The only requirement is that 
gardeners keepthemup. The 
response 
was 
so 
great 
Crowle now has a waiting 
list. 
One of the community 
gardeners, who also has an 
individual plot along with 
her husband, is Charlene 
Jacobs, 50, whose nearby 
apartment 
doesn t 
afford 


much room for vegetable 
cultivation 
“ So far I ’ve met every 
age 
group.” 
said 
Mrs. 
Jacobs. 
“ I 
love 
it. 
Everybody’s got a different 
idea, you learn so much 
about 
vegetables 
and 
gardening But so many new 
people keep coming there 
aren't enough plots.' 
Other 
features 
of 
the 
Terra Firma Garden, which 
is dedicated to biological 
pest 
control, 
include 
community plots for herbs, 
three compost areas, an 80- 
foot long worm bed and two 
greenhouses. 


“ The garden has truly 
become a medium for the 
exchange of ideas,” Crowle 
said. 
‘‘Not 
only 
ideas 
concerning 
organic 
gar­ 
dening, but ideas about how 
people can live more in 
harmony with the ecological 
processes upon which we 
depend.”

No cheap answers 


Just on the face of it, there would seem 
to be all kinds of room for economizing in 
the Defense Department s record $85 8 
billion request for the coming fiscal year 
This is a monstrous sum of money. 
A m ericans, 
harried 
by 
inflation, 
perceiving no immediate threat to the 
nation’s security and still looking for the 
Vietnam 
peace 
“ dividend' 
that 
has 
certainly 
never materialized, inevitably 
question 
whether 
such 
an outlay 
is 
necessarv. 
Fullv 55 to 60 per cent of the $85 8 billion 
will go simply to meet the payrolls of the 
armed services — which 
at 2.2 million 
men are already half a million below the 
level of pre-Vietnam 1964 and 1.2 million 
less than that maintained by the Soviet 
Union. 
The cost of trying to do without the draft 
is high and will continue to increase. The 
Army, especially, which has discharged

all but a tiny percentage of its draftees and 
has 
no 
prospects 
for 
any 
more, 
is 
discovering that it costs more and more to 
come up with less and less. 
The time is rapidly approaching when 
the nation will have to make some realistic 
decisions 
about 
the 
kind 
of 
defense 
structure it wants or needs. 
If recruitment targets have fallen short, 
have the targets themselves been set too 
high? Should we be willing to spend even 
more for an even smaller force of better 
trained and better equipped professionals9 
Or is a highly paid, elite military force 
itself “ undemocratic’ 
and a potential 
danger? Should a period of some kind of 
public service be required of all young 
people with military duty considered as 
one way of several for discharging that 
obligation? 
The answers are not easy, nor will any of 
them come cheaply. 


The speech 


Concerning 
the 
P resid en t’s 
peech, a few observations: 
1. It is always sad to see the veil 
¡tripped from a man’s most private 
jarts, which are his conversations 
with his closest associates. It is a 
thoroughly degrading experience for 
the violated and the violators. Now 
we will all have to read those 
transcripts, and of course they will 
be fascinating, but not edifying. 
Although it is not reasonably to be 
expected that someone who fought 
his way up to the Presidency is less 
than a largely political animal, 
and sometimes a beast, it is better 
not to know — really — exactly what 
his 
private 
conversations 
were 
composed of. 
I thank God that 
Sony wasn’t around 
when 
A braham 
Lincoln was plotting 
with 
his 
aides. 
Nixon will probably 
never recover from 
the mass voyeurism 
to which he has now 
been treated; and 
even if he escapes 
impeachment, 
he 
will inevitably lose 
the 
q u a lity 
of 
rem oteness 
that 
only privacy brings, 
and is indispensable to the exercise 
of Presidential power in a free 
society. 
2. It is precisely the ambiguity of 
the tapes, as admitted by President 
Nixon in his speech, that will fuel 
the cry for an examination of the 
original. To be sure, so much hangs 
on the interpretations of a few 
passages, for instance of the March 
21 
co n v ersatio n s, 
that 
the 
c o m m it t e e , 
on 
th e 
recommendations of the staff, will 
almost certainly vote to listen to the 
whole tape. If that happens, the 
probability that the 
edited parts 
will stay secret virtually vanishes. 
A compromise, by which the tapes 
might be heard by the chairman and 
the ranking minority member ( this 
much 
Mr. 
Nixon 
has 
already 
offered) but accompanied by the 
chief 
counsel 
and 
a 
minority 
counsel, would probably not appease 
the majority of the committee. The 
case can be made for insisting that 
the inflections in Nixon’s voice will 
be the tipoff. In fact, one must 
assume that there is a prurient 
curiosity to hear those tapes, and to 
judge whether the excisions are 
truly irrelevant. One must conclude 
that the probability is that the 
committee will in due course ask 
for: More. 
3. It could be that Mr. Nixon, 
anticipating this, is playing a very 
shrewd game. I do not myself 
believe that the House would vote 
impeachment on the technical issue 
of whether the subpoena to the 
President 
was 
satisfactorily 
answered 
by 
releasing 
edited 


transcripts and the whole of the 
tapes to the ranking members of the 
Judiciary Committee 
It is one thing if Nixon had flatly 
refused to cooperate at all. That 
would have been clear contumacy. 
But to say at this point that he has 
not cooperated is to strain the 
meaning of the word And the House 
is not likely to vote impeachment 
based exclusively on the difference 
between how Nixon has responded 
to the subpoena, and how Nixon was 
asked to respond to the subpoena If 
the substantive questions get lost in 
the shuffle, I should think that Mr. 
Nixon would benefit, and possibly 
save his career. 


4. But saving his career — to 
return to the principal point — is, at 
this point, to save what? Though no 
doubt his speech will generate that 
sympathy that goes to a tough 
fighter 
who 
has 
made 
great 
sacrifices to his personal dignity in 
order to stay and 
fight on, it has 
surely got to be that at a certain 
point the public will begin to wonder 
whether the whole of the Republic 


should be required to rock from 
week to week, and month to month, 
for the sole purpose of keeping one 
individual in the White House. 
Mr. Nixon began by telling us a 
year ago that the office of the 
Presidency would be destroyed if 
ever 
transcripts 
of 
presidential 
conversations were released. Well, 
now they have been released. Was 
he right the first time? Has the 
office been damaged (let’s allow for 
the 
h yperbole, 
and 
change 
“ destroyed” to “ damaged” )? If so, 
why? Is it more important for Mr. 
Nixon to prove his innocence, than 
to safeguard the integrity of the 
office? 
He’d have been more convincing 
the other night, and even more 
dramatic, if he had said. “ Ladies 
and gentlemen: I have burned all 
the tapes. I have done this knowing 
that many will conclude that I was 
guilty, though I am not. I burned 
them to protect the office, and my 
innocent associates. Do what you 
want to me, but bear in mind it will 
not now be said that I put my own 
interests above those of my office.”

Doomsday roar 


There's a place in the Niagara 
River where it seems to sense 
what’s ahead and it gathers speed 
and 
hurries 
to 
its 
tremendous 
climax. 
We think that point is 
coming now in the Watergate story 
President Nixon took another great 
gamble last week The Rodino and 
Jaworski subpoenas were pressing 
him. 
There 
was 
a 
desperate 
deadline. And he opted not to go to 
the committee but to go to the 
people — to go on the air — and to 
publish a 1308 page blue volume of 
transcripts of edited conversations 
centering 
round 
that 
crucial 
conference March 21, 1973 with John 
W Dean 3rd He is the former White 
House counsel, with a choir boy’s 
face, who spilled the beans to the 
Ervin committee. We listened to 
that presidential speech last week; 
we gulped down what we could of 
the printed conversations and we 
heard a murmur. It sounded like the 
doomsday roar of a great cataract 
ahead. 
For the transcripts don’t prove 
what the President say they do. In 
fact, they are one of the most 
extraordinary documents — maybe 
the most extraordinary — in the 
history of the American presidency. 
They showed that in his speech to 
the nation the night before he quoted 
himself out of context to distort 
meanings to his own advantage. 
They showed that he countenanced 
clemency to keep crimes concealed. 
They showed that he gave orders to 
use the FBI and Justice Department 
against political enemies. There is a 
colloquy at one point between the 
President, Dean and former chief of 
staff H R. Haldeman, that sounds 
like 
the 
talk 
of 
a 
bunch 
of 
malefactors figuring out how to 
raise bail and on whom to put the 
rap. It can be quoted from endlessly. 
Dean is speaking: “ There is a real 
problerrrin raising money,” he says. 
Watergate burglar Howard Hunt is 
trying 
to 
blackmail 
the 
White 
House. Says Dean, “ Mitchell has 
been 
working 
on 
raising 
some 
money. He is one of the ones with 
the most to lose. But there is no 
denying the fact that the White 
House, in Ehrlichman, Haldeman 
and Dean are involved in some of 
the early money decisions.” 
Mr. Nixon: “ How much money do 
you need?” 
“ I would say these people are 
going to cost a million dollars over 
the next two years.” 
“ We 
could 
get 
that,” 
the 
President replies. “ On the money, if 
you need the money, you could get 
that. You could get a million dollars. 
You could get it in cash. I know 
where it could be gotten. It is not 
easy, but it could be done. But the 
question is, who the hell would 
handle it? Any ideas on that?” 
“ That’s right,” says Dean. “ Well, 
I 
think that is something that 
Mitchell ought to be charged with. ” 
President: “ I would think so too.” 
And 
on 
and 
on. 
You 
wait 
expectantly 
for 
that 
line 
the 
President quotes in his speech in 
justification and defense. The White 
House alibi is that he was just 
testing Dean out. It was all make- 
believe. That is what he 
told the 
nation. The Nixon line is there, all 
right: “ No it is wrong, that’s for 
sure!” The trouble is that what is 
“ wrong” does not seem to be moral 
repugnance but the prospect that the 
scheme won’t work. Mr. Nixon 
amplifies 
this 
a 
minute 
later: 
“ That’s why for your immediate 
things you have no choice but to 
come 
up 
with 
the 
$120,000 or 
whatever it is? Right?” , he asks. 
Dean agrees. The law-and-order 
President responds. 
“ Would you agree that that’s the 
prime thing that you damn well 
better get that done.,. 
“ Obviously, says Dean, “ he ought 
to be given some signal anyway.” 


What happened0 Why, the Grand 
Jury that last month indicted seven 
former high Nixon supporters noted 
that 
after 
the 
conversation 
Haldeman placed a call to John 
Mitchell who then called Nixon 
Reelection 
Committee 
official 
Frederick LaRue, who authorized 
$75.000 in hush money for Hunt. The 
fact 
wasn't 
in 
the 
President’s 
speech, 
of 
course, 
nor 
in 
the 
flatte rin g 
sum m ary 
of 
the 
transcripts edited by White House 
lawyer Jam es St. Clair. But that’s 
what happened, it is charged, later 
that night LaRue delivered the hush- 
money to Hunt’s lawyer. 


National Security. We have heard 
the excuse of “ national security 
so 
often we laugh You should read how 
the phrase was bandied around in 
the Oval Office The problem is how 
to break the news of the White 
House connection to Watergate to 
the public. “ What is the answer on 
this?” the President asks. 


“ You might put it on a national 
security 
basis,” 
Dean 
suggests 
helpfully. 
Haldeman 
grabs 
the 
suggestion. “ It absolutely w as!” he 
exclaims. 
A 
minute 
later 
the 
President joins in: 
“ National security We had to get 
information for national security 


grounds.. With the bombing thing 
coming out and everything coming 
out. the whole thing was national 
security ” 
Dean “ I think we could get by on 
that.” 
Publication 
of 
these 
private 
conversations in one great volume 
was not necessary. It seems like an 
act of desperation. The White House 
did not even notify Chairman Rodino 
when the speech was to be made. 
The committee has tried to prevent 
leaks and preserve privacies when it 
gets confidences. Mr. Nixon pushed 
it all out over TV. It shows a 
w eakness 
in 
our 
form 
of 
government: the imperial President 
can preempt air time for a self- 
serving and basically demagogic 
speech (brilliantly delivered) and 
there is no opposition leader of 
com parable 
stature 
who 
can 
possibly answer him. Suppose a 
McCarthy is President: does he get 
free air time at will? Mr. Nixon, for 
his part, sought to make political 
capital out of an impeachment trial 
by warning the nation against such a 
“ wrenching 
ordeal” 
which, 
he 
asserted, would have an adverse 
effect 
on 
America’s 
influence 
“ throughout the world and one the 
lives of all Americans for many 
years to come.”

Welfare load 


A few years ago at my request, 
Arthur Nelson, director of welfare 
for Santa Barbara County put me on 
his mailing list for department 
mailouts. 
Since 
that 
time 
the 
monthly report on the welfare case 
load has been coming to my desk 
like clockwork. 
The statistics on the ebb and flow 
of 
the 
human 
misery 
usually 
depress me, but I look at them 
anyway occasionally. 
M a r c h 
f or 
example showed the 
e x p e n d i t u r e 
of 
$1.255 million to the 
needy 
in 
various 
categories. 
About 
80 80 per cent of the 
money comes from 
state 
or 
federal 
sources, while the 
county 
comes 
up 
with the balance of 
about 19.20 percent. 
A breakdown of the expenditures 
shows $659,671 in aid to dependent 
children; $89,516 in aid to dependent 
children 
in 
a 
home 
with 
an 
unemployed parent; $51,263 in aid to 
dependent 
children 
in 
boarding 
homes; $26,282 in general relief; 
$7,844 in “ other expenditures;” and 
$421,176 in program operation costs. 
All told the county program gave 
assistance in 4,599 cases. 
It is interesting to note that aid to 
the dependent children category, 
(really the aid goes to the family, 
for the child) provided funds for 
7,388 children in 3,499 families 
during 
March 
of 
1971. 
The 
comparable figures for March 1973 
were 7,958 and 3,545. 
Figures for aid to families with 
dependent 
children 
and 
an 
unemployed parent during March 
1974 showed a radical decline from 
the figures for March of 1973. In 
March just passed the aid went to 
994 children in 387 homes; March 
1973 figures were 1,499 children in 
564 homes. 
On the other hand aid to families 
with dependent children in boarding 
homes and institutions during the 
month 
were at $51,263 for 316 
. •»Kiln nnmrvorahlo fioiirpv: 


for March 1973 were $43,652 for 323 
children. 
General welfare for the month at 
$26,282 was a decrease of about 
$1,500 from the figure for March 
1973. 
Figures for work projects are 
interesting. (Anyone who fails to 
complete a work assignment is 
disqualified from further general 
relief assistance for six months.) In 
March 1974 the welfare department 
assigned 98 men and 12 women in 
the City of Santa Barbara to various 
work projects, compared to 105 men 
and 22 women in March 1973; while 
in Santa Maria-Lompoc March 1974 
showed 29 men and three women 
assigned to work, compared to 
March 1973 figures of 14 men and 
four women. 
Figures generally indicate some 
ebb and flow, but the problem of 
how to serve the needy is one that is 
constantly there. Figures give little 
cause for cheering unless stability is 
a promising factor. 
There 
are 
some 
clear 
cut 
successes along with some failures 
in 
figures for 
various 
social 
services. While only three of 17 new 
requests for aid in solving alcoholic 
p r o b l e m s 
we r e 
r e s o l v e d 
satisfactorily, 111 out of 171 requests 
for attendant care were successfully 
provided 
in 
alcoholic 
cases. 
Employment 
rehabilitation 
was 
successfully worked out in 72 out of 
90 new cases. 
And so it goes.
